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~ CAVING IN CALIFORNIA & NEVADA 


‘This last summer I was fortunate enough 

to participate in a three-man expedition 
surveying the caves of Southern Californ- 
ia ard Nevada. The group was composed of 


George Mowat, Arthur Lange and myself, all 


members of the Stanford Grotto which is 
located at Stanford University. Our pur- 
pose was to determine which caves in the 
above-mentioned region would be best 
suited for future studies and experiment- 
ation. More than thirty caves or groups 
of caves were entered and investigated, 
not to mention innumerable areas which 
were unsuccessfully searched on the 
‘strength of various rumors. 

Among the caves visited, some already 
commercially developed and well worth 
visiting, such as /Boyden's Cave and io..! 
Crystal Cave in the Sequoia area, and 
Lehman Caves National Monument in eastern 
Nevada, near Ely, Lehman incidentally is 
perhaps one of the finest caves in the 
west, and is well worth the trouble to 
visit. This. monument established in 1922 
will undoubtedly become more ced as 
time progresses, 

During the sped tLon: the weather ran 
the full scale of conditions, Lightning 
Cave, an original discovery the group 
made, was first sighted while peering 
out.from under a rock shelter during a 
rather violent electrical storm. Expan- 
sion-Bolt Cave, not entered for obvious 
reasons, was observed while wading a 
swollen river, Nineteen of the twenty 
caves of the (White Chief area were un- 
locatable due to heavy snow conditions; 
and since some of the caves with vertical 
open entrances were buried underfoot by 
snow, typical glacial rope methods -were 
applied for the Search, The one White 
Chief cave which was finally entered had: 
an air temperature of 36° and a water 
temperature of 35.59, Since everything 
was wet, parkas were definitely usable. 

Later on in Nevada, the expedition was 
unhampered by.snow.(late July, to be. 
exact.) One rather interesting recon= 


naissance across an extremely barren alkali 


waste around noon-time was later enhanced 
by the discovery that at 5: 30 that even- 
ing the temperature was 113° in the shade,

' In another cave we spent over four hours 
in pure mud, in what was one of the worst 
labyrinths I have ever encountered. In 
yet another the exploration required

degrees of wetness, Those who enjoy. the 
pleasures of rappelling should try it in 
the middle: of a waterfall in pitch 
blackness ! 

Perhaps ‘the main discovery of the trip 
was a 1)00 ft. long cave in White Pine 
Co., Nevada, which contained about 2000 
feet of passages. This cave has one of 
the most rapidly changing water tables 
ever encountered by our group, The level 
dropped at the rate of 1 foot in 2) hours 
and the cave gained several hundred feet 
of length during the time of visit and 
mapping. The only drawback was that 
almost the entire distance had to be 
covered on hands and knees. Convervative 
estimates give a total distance thus 
traveled during a four day period of 
mapping and investigation as about three 
miles, and one unfortunate member whose 
job was thermometer reading traveled a 
total of about five miles, Speleolog- 
ist's knee is a very uncomfortable dis- 
ease. 

Extensive biologiéel collecting was 
accomplished, and the results are in 
the hands of various museums and instit- 
utions around the country. Eventually 
it is hoped that a full report of the 
survey will be published, as some of 
the findings have been termed quite 
significant,

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SNOW PEAK 


Eleven knapsackers rose at 4:5 and made 
the summit of Snow Mountain in time to 
see the sunrise, This setting of new 
precedent in the backpacking tribe was 
the more remarkable since there were 
only an even dozen on the trip. 
er Frank Thias stoutly maintained that 
no mountain should be climbed before 


breakfast, and remained in camp, but 


appeared on East Peak half an hour after 
the main body, having taken in West Peak. 
en route, 

The aozen congregated at Red Bridge 
Camp in Mendocino National Forest Satur- 
day morning between 12:30 and 10. 
there were two schools of thought; those 
who drove to camp and caught a few hours 
of sleep, and those who caught a few 


hours of sleep and drove to camp. 


Red Bridge Camp and Bonnie View, the 
trip's beginning, were remniscent of the 
South side of Los Padres foothills.
